RAISED BY NATIONAL MARINE EISHERIES SERVICE (NMFS), WHICH 
IS UPDATING REGIONAL FISHERIES ATTACHE'S 1975 REPORT ON 
KENYAN FISHERIES. EMB HAS ALSO REPORTED SOME RECENT DEVELOP- 
MENTS IN THE COUNTRY'S COMMERCIAL FISHING INDUSTRY WHICH MAY 
BE OF INTEREST TO NMFS AND USDOC/OIM.

3. FISHERIES DEPT. ATTRIBUTED LARGE JUMP IN 1976 YELLOW- 
FIN CATCH TO INCREASE IN SPORTS PISHING ALONG COAST (LARGE 
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TUNA CATCHES REPORTED IN EEBRUARY AND JUNE - 87 MT. EACH). 
ACCORDING TO ASST. DIRECTOR OE EISHERIES, EOREIGN TRAWLERS, 
WHICH PREDOMINATED IN COMMERCIAL TUNA EISHING DURING 1974 
HAVE DISAPPEARED EROM EAST AFRICAN COASTAL ZONE DUE IN- 
CREASED OPERATIONAL COSTS.

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7. DURING CONVERSATION WITH EMBOPP, ASST. DIRECTOR OF 
FISHERIES, P.N. KAMANDE SAID THAT WITH DEPARTURE OP 
TRADITIONAL EOREIGN (ROK, ROC, JAPANESE) VESSELS PROM 
WESTERN INDIAN OCEAN, COMMERCIAL PISHING INDUSTRY IS 
LITERALLY WIDE OPEN POR KENYAN OR OTHER FOREIGN EXPLOI- 
TATION. KAMANDE BELIEVES KENYA WILL OPT POR 200-MILE EX. 
GIK HAS STARTED TO INVESTIGATE POTENTIAL RESOURCES 
THROUGH MOMBASA RESEARCH FACILITIES DESCRIBED IN RFA'S 
REPORT. IN ADDITION, EAST APRICAN MARINE RESEARCH 
ORGANIZATION, IN CONJUNCTION WITH PRENCH FIRM, CONDUCTED 
LONG-LINE STUDIES DEMONSTRATING GOOD POTENTIAL POR 
YELLOW-PIN TUNA FISHING. AS FIRST STEP IN DEVELOPING 
KENYA'S OWN COASTAL FLEET, FISHERIES DEPT COMMISSIONED 
45-METER VESSEL, NOW UNDER CONSTRUCTION IN NETHERLANDS, 
POR MID- WATER AND BOTTOM TRAWLING. SHIP MAY ALSO BE 
CONVERTED TO LONG-LINE PISHING TO TAP TUNA MARKET. 
KAMANDE EXPECTS TO HAVE TRAWLER IN OPERATION BY DEC. 1977. 
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8. UPDATE ON KENYA FISHING INDUSTRIES (KFI): DEPARTURE 
OF FOREIGN TRAWLERS FROM EAST AFRICAN COAST AND, PARTI- 
CULARLY, THE RETIREMENT OF TWO JAPANESE BOATS MENTIONED 
ABOVE, SEVERELY REDUCED KFI'S SUPPLIES OF CRUSTACEANS 
AND TUNA. DURING EARLY NOVEMBER TRIP TO MOMBASA, 
COMMERCIAL OFFICER NOTED THAT FIRM'S COLD STORAGE FACILITIES 
WERE BEING USED FOR TEA STOCKS. IN AN EFFORT TO KEEP 
COMPANY AFLOAT ECONOMICALLY, KFI PURCHASED SECOND- 
HAND 40-FT. TRAWLER FROM INDIA TO ENTER FISHING BUSINESS 
ITSELF WITH INDIAN CAPTAIN AND KENYAN CREW. KFI MANAGER IS EN- 
THUSIASTIC ABOUT RESULTS SO FAR. 

KFI EXPECTS TO REACH 2-3 TONS PER 

MONTH AND START TRAINING CREW IN LOBSTER FISHING, 

WHICH PROMISES HIGHER PROFITS. EVENTUALLY, 

KFI WOULD LIKE TO PURCHASE UP TO THREE MORE TRAWLERS. 
ACCORDING TO FIRM'S MANAGER, FKI HAS NO INTEREST IN 
TAKING OVER THE JAPANESE BOATS.

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9. IN OCTOBER, KFI DISCUSSED POSSIBLE JOINT VENTURE WITH 
REPRESENTATIVES OF U.S. COMPANY, CONTINENTAL SEAFOODS 
OF SECAUCUS, NEW JERSEY. UNDER ORIGINAL PROPOSAL, 
CONTINENTAL WOULD PROVIDE TWO TRAWLERS FOR SHRIMP AND 
LOBSTER FISHING AND SHARE OPERATING COSTS 50-50 WITH 
KFI. LATTER'S MANAGER ADVISED EMBASSY RECENTLY THAT 
KFI STILL STUDYING PROJECT.
